one school and one church. 


Arkansas Storm Victim 


A negro woman was killed at De- 


mopolis, Ala., by a tornado, the third 
to strike the community in recent 
years. At Guntcrsvillc, Ala., a nmn 
was killed when he tourhecl a wire 
broken by a high wind. Another fa- 
tality occurred in the vicinity of Bly- 
theville, Ark., in a tornado thai swept 
on 
into Tennessee, where 
another 


death was reported. 


Belleville (HI.) Hard HI! 


At leasl 20 homes were reported 


wrecked in Ihe Bellevile (111.) storm, 
which ripped its way across the west- 
ern end of the city, situated M miles 
southeast of St. Louis. Belleville's fire 
chief, Walter Finklein, estimated thai 
at least -10 or 50 buidings had been de- 
molished. 


Gas, pouring from damaged mains, 


added to the ravoc of the Belleville 
scene, and 100 soldiers from Scotl 
Field Ihe army's nearby aviation sta- 
tion, were hurriedly dispatched lo as- 
sist in first aid work.

Congress Asked to Auth- 


orize Disbursement 


of $130,000,000 


WASHINGTON—(^)—Farm leaders 


on Capital Hill and in the AAA pro- 
posed that Congress authorize the im- 
mediate disbursement 
of §130,000,000 


in price-adjustment payments to cot- 
Ion farmers who promise to abide by 
tho 1938 crop control program. 


Chairman Smith (Dem., S. C.) of the 


Senate Agriculture Committee inlro- 
ductcl an amendment to the new crop 
control act, authorizing such quick 
payments. A short time later Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace advocat- 
ed the early expenditure. 


AAA officials said under the present 


law the payments could not be made 
before next fall or winter. 
Wallace 


asserted f ithe new proposal were ac- 
cepled, Ihe Agriculture Department 
could distribute the money in the late 
spring and summer. 


The existing law limits the payments

In 
Chicago more than 500 cases have been 
reported for several consecutive days. 


Measles is a condition like ly to in- 


fect every person who has not already 
suffered a previous attack. It is one 
of the most contagious of diseases. 
Although one attack usually protects 
-a person against having another, sec- 


virus and it is not nearly as easily 
transmitted by indriect contact as is 
the infection of scarlet fever. Quite 
certain, however, the material form the 
nose, throat and mouth of the person 
infected with measles contains the in- 
fectious material. 


As soon as a child develops measles 


or even the premonitory symptoms 
such as couch, sneezing, fever vom- 
iting or dizziness, he should be put to
